SNT priority means safer 
Christmas for Haverhill

FAMILIES are hoping for a safe Christmas 
with a policing priority dedicated to protect¬ 
ing people and property during the festive 
season. 

At the Haverhill Safer Neighbourhood (SNT) 
meeting on Monday, residents voted to elect a 
“festive clamp down” as one of three new pri¬ 
orities for officers. 

It will include tackling anti-social behaviour, 
carrying out high visibility patrols in the High 
Street to reassure the public and deter crimi¬ 
nals, visiting supermarkets during the busy 
period, and dealing with revellers who have 
had too much alcohol or who become abusive. 

Twenty people at the meeting, and watching 
a live stream online, voted for the suggested 
priority, which came from John Burns, 

Haverhill resident. 

Cllr Roger Andre, mayor of Haverhill, sais he 
was “surprised”it was voted in due to a lack of 
support in the room. 

Seven people attending the meeting voted in 
its favour, while 13 people voted online. 

Cllr Andre said: “I would think all that’s con¬ 
tained in this priority would be things that the 
police are doing at this time of year anyway, 
but we do want to ensure that people do not 
overindulge and then drive.” 

He added: “There is always concern at 
Christmas because shops are a bit more 
crowded, and there’s a possibility of shoplift¬ 
ing or pick pockets, but I don’t think we have 
that problem in Haverhill.” 

The town does not seem to have specific 
problems around the festive period, he added.

A SPLASH of New York glamour 
arrived in Haverhill for the annu¬ 
al Christmas lights switch on. 

Britain’s Got Talent diva Patsy 
May paid a visit to the town on 
Friday and flipped the switch on 
festive decorations in the market 
square. 

She wowed the audience in a 
Winter Wonderland duet, with 
Centre Stage performer Kelly 
Mepham, and then performed her 
own version of Let It Go, from 
Disney’s Frozen. 

Patsy, who now lives in London 
but is from New York, delighted 
some of her younger fans with a 
dazzling costume change into her 
very own Princess Elsa gown. 

She said: “It was super fun com¬ 
ing to this really enormous town. 

“I hope I wowed the audience 
with my costume change - I’m 
good at taking my clothes off 
super fast.” 

Hundreds of people packed onto 
the market square to meet Patsy 
May - but were also treated to a 
surprise visit from ‘Mavis’. 

Speaking to the crowd, she said: 
“I have lived in Haverhill ah my 
life and you can’t find any town as 


beautiful as this.” 

Mavis told the crowd she came 
to the switch on to “help that blue 
girl off the telly” - but was disap¬ 
pointed she couldn’t get a cake at 
Ellis’s or Tooks with her friend, 
Phyllis. 

Rides and stalls lined Haverhill 
High Street from 5pm with a hel- 
ter skelter, hook a bag and tombo¬ 
las amongst the favourites. 

REACH, Haverhill and 
Kedington Labour Group, Happy 
Faces Pre-school and St Nicholas 
Hospice Care also had stalls on 
the night. 

A Christmas craft fair took place 
at Haverhill Arts Centre, and some 
late night shopping was on offer at 
some shops in the High Street and 
Queen Street until 8pm. 

Cohn Poole, town clerk, said: 
“The town is full of people having 
fun. 

“There’s music, there’s laughter, 
there’s noise and people are hav¬ 
ing a great time. 

“It’s great to see the market 
square used for what it should be 
used for; big get togethers.” 

The annual Grand Firework 
Display wowed crowds on recrea¬ 
tion ground from 8pm, to round 
off the night.

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Man, 39, is 
jailed after 
pet kill threat 

A MAN has been jailed for 
breaching a restraining order 
sought by his former partner. 

Tony Sherritt, 39, of Templars 
Court, Haverhill, visited the home 
of Suzanne Whitham and 
threatened to kill her dog. 

He left the property with the pet 
and sent a text message to Miss 
Whitham on September 3 asking 
her to come to his home to 
retrieve it. 

Hours later, he sent her a 
further message to say the dog 
was dead, Christopher Paxton, 
prosecuting, told Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

It later emerged that the animal 
was unharmed. 

A restraining order was made in 
July this year, which prohibited 
the 39-year-old from contacting 
Miss Whitham. 

Sherritt gave himself up to 
police after turning up at Miss 
Whitham’s property. 

On Monday, he pleaded guilty to 
breaching a restraining order and 
was jailed for 10 months by 
Judge John Devaux. 

He has also been banned for 
making contact with Miss 
Whitham or going within 100m of 
her home. 

Richard Potts, mitigating, told 
the court that shortly before the 
offence Sherritt had been invited 
to his former partner’s house to 
help with decorating work. 

They had also visited Cambridge 
together. 


Talented gymnast Harry, 
8, forced to change clubs

A TALENTED gymnast will have to 
train in a different county because 
his local club cannot give him 
enough hours. 

Harry White, 8, has been training 
with Haverhill Gymnastics Club 
since he was just 3, but now his talent 
means he will have to travel an hour 
to Colchester three times a week. 

Currently, the town’s club can only 
offer him eight hours, the maximum 
available as it does not have its own 
base. At Colchester, Harry will train 
for at least 12 hours a week. 

The club operates from Haverhill 
Leisure Centre on Mondays, 

Tuesdays, Fridays and Saturdays. 

Dad Michael said: “It is quite a sad 
time within the household, because 
coaches become a part of the family 
over five years.” 

Harry is training for an elite nation¬ 
al grade which, if he is successful, 
could see him training with the 
British boys and make a career out of 
the sport. 

Kevin Woolcott, head coach and 
chairman at Haverhill Gymnastics 
Club, has made numerous appeals 
for the public’s help in securing a 
centre. 

Having a dedicated base would 
allow the club to operate full time, 



Mr Woolcott has previously said, and 
provide additional hours for those 
hoping to progress. 

The club is currently at full capaci¬ 
ty and has hundreds of children on 
its waiting list. 

A full-time base would allow more 
children to join. 

Mum Gemma said the situation 
will be “stressful” for her family as 
there is no guarantee the new club 
will work out. 


She said: “People don’t realise how 
many hours he puts into it. It’s not 
just a club for him. It’s part of his 
life.” 

She added: “When he was about 3 
he was climbing the door frames and 
hanging off them and I noticed he 
was quite strong for a young lad, so I 
brought him [to the club].”

New priorities 
for town police 


ILLEGAL parking and drug 
taking have once again topped 
Haverhill’s policing priorities. 

Twenty six people voted for 
alleged drug taking and anti¬ 
social behaviour, and incon¬ 
siderate and illegal parking as 
the top two Safer 
Neigbourhood Team (SNT) 
priorities for the next quarter. 

The third priority, with 20 
votes, was a “festive clamp- 
down” across town. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town 
mayor, has welcomed the top 
two priorities. 

He said: “[These priorities] 
met a large number of resi¬ 
dents’ requirements, so we 
have managed to get quite a

lot into those two.” 

Haverhill does not seem to 
have any specific problems 
around Christmas time, the 
mayor added, but there are 
always concerns about shop¬ 
lifters, pick pockets and drink 
drivers. 

Main areas highlighted with 
problems around drug deal¬ 
ing and anti-social behaviour 
are the recreation ground, 
Aeroplane Park, Parsonage 
Gardens, Moat Walk and 
Castle Hill. 

Queen Street, Hollands 
Road, Hamlet Road and 
School Lane are some of the 


sites chosen for police to mon¬ 
itor illegal parking. 

For the first time, a list of 
priorities was drawn up before 
Monday’s meeting, with the 
public left to vote for their 
final three. 

Others on the shortlist 
included arson attacks on 
wheelie bins around town, 
and security of houses and 
sheds in the winter months 
following a spate of break-ins. 

The next meeting is taking 
place on March 9 at Haverhill 
Arts Centre from 7pm. 

It will be streamed live via 
haverhillvote.co.uk, and pri¬ 
orities must be submitted 
beforehand. 


Update on crime figures Last quarter’s priorities 


HAVERHILL’S policing commander has told 
the public he is pleased with where the crime 
figures currently sit. 

From April 1 this year, there have been 1,150 
reported crimes in the town, and there is a 39 
per cent detection rate. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie said: “Haverhill has 
the second highest detection rate, better than 
Newmarket, Sudbury and Stowmarket. We 
are just behind Bury St Edmunds.” 

Anti-social behaviour, vehicle crimes, crim¬ 
inal damage and arson offences have 
decreased, but shoplifting and drug offences 
are on the rise. 

Inspector Ferrie added: “We are just below 
our average which I am happy with. 

“We have got some real successes, but we 
have got work to do with some others.” 


OFFICERS from Haverhill’s SNT team have 
spent the last three months tackling drug use 
and dealing on the Parkway Estate, anti-social 
behaviour in Strasbourg Square and anti¬ 
social behaviour with cars and mopeds. 

SNT sergeant Matt Gilbert told the public 
that his team has carried out patrols to deal 
with drugs crimes. 

During the last quarter there were six search¬ 
es, four encounters and one arrest. 

There were no real issues with Strasbourg 
Square, Sgt Gilbert said, with two known 
offenders given acceptable behaviour con¬ 
tracts. 

Five moped drivers were issued with Section 
59 notices, and speed checks were carried out 
across the town. Locations included 
Bumpstead Road, Hollands Road and Wratting 
Road.

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‘Early bird’ delivery plans 
shot down by councillors 


A SUPERMARKET’S plans to start 
deliveries at 5am have been 
slammed by councillors. 

Eight councillors at a Development 
Control Committee meeting were 
“minded to refuse” an application 
from Haverhill’s Tesco store, on 
Cangle Road, last week. 

Councillors, meeting at St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
voiced concerns for those living 
near the site - and also questioned 
why the current conditions on the 
store had to change. 

Conditions drawn up prior to the 
store’s construction state that deliv¬ 
eries can start at 7am between 
Monday and Saturday, and 8am on 
Sunday. 

Officers had advised that tempo¬ 
rary permission was granted for 12 
months so that the impact on local 
people could be recorded. 

During public speaking Cllr Tony 
Brown, who represents Haverhill 
East, said: “The original restriction 
on deliveries when Tesco was first 
planned was given for a very good 
reason - it was to help preserve 
nearby residents’ quality of life and 
sleep patterns. 

“What has changed to warrant a 
need to interfere.” 

The supermarket had argued that 
the change in delivery time would 
make a marginal profit and allow it 
to further serve local residents and

provide fresh produce in home 
deliveries. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, committee 
member, said: “The argument in 
favour is that the change will con¬ 
tribute towards a competitive town 
centre and that taking deliveries 
earlier than currently will strength¬ 
en the economy of Haverhill. 

“There is no financial evidence to 
illustrate the economic argument, 
merely the assertion that earlier 
deliveries are good for the econo¬ 
my.” 

The councillor, who is also deputy 
mayor of Haverhill, argued that 
officers and councillors alike had 
put hard work into the original con¬ 
ditions surrounding the store, 
which opened in 2009. 

Concerns were also raised about 
the accuracy of a noise report in 
relation to the change - but a plan¬ 
ning officer told councillors that 
this was an estimation only. 

This was the reason for temporary 
permission, she added. 

The application was recommend¬ 
ed for approval by planning officers 
- and now they have been tasked 
with investigating the implications 
of a refusal by the council.

Concerns 
for safety 
at new site 



COUNCILLORS are calling for an 
official crossing outside a pro¬ 
posed development. 

More than 40 homes, with associ¬ 
ated parking and access, have been 
proposed for a site on the junction 
of Hall Road and Mill Road, 
Kedington. 

At a meeting last week committee 
members from St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Development 
Control expressed their worries 
about the safety of children from 
the nearby primary school. 

Kedington Primary Academy, 
which is at capacity, is already sur¬ 
rounded by parking problems at 
drop-off and pick-up times. 

Adding up to 40 new homes would 
exacerbate the issue, some argued, 
as there was no safe place for chil¬ 
dren from the new homes to cross. 

Cllr Nathan Loader, of Kedington 
Parish Council, said: “New housing 
which is not close to new jobs is 
likely to have a significant impact 
on the environment. 

“New additions may secure school 
places at the expense of existing vil¬ 
lage children, forcing them to 
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school elsewhere. 

“This will impact on children and 
families who are already settled.” 

An officer from Suffolk County 
Council highways told the meeting 
that some road measures, such as 
speed bumps, were unsuitable in 
this case. 

Other suggestions from council¬ 
lors included creating a new drop 
off point, or using a walking bus 
scheme. 

The meeting was also told that the 
school may be forced to expand - 
but this could be paid for with 
money from this, and another, 
development in the village. 

Fourteen councillors voted in 
favour of the application being 
deferred. 

Planning and highways officers 
will make further investigations 
with the applicant on whether or 
not a zebra crossing could be placed 
on the road.

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Benefit claim 
was illegal, 
court is told 


A FATHER claimed £80,000 in bene¬ 
fits illegally, a court has been told. 

It is alleged that Henry Stockings, 
56, failed to notify council officials 
that he was living at a Haverhill 
address with his partner. 

Ipswich Crown Court was told that 
the 56-year-old signed forms to say he 
lived at the home in Mallow Walk 
with just his two children. 

He pleaded not guilty to failing to 
notify St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council of a change in circumstances 
that would affect his entitlement to 
council tax benefit between April 
2003 and April 2012. 

He is accused of obtaining £34,800. 

He has also denied two offences of 
failing to make a similar notification 
to the Department of Work and 
Pensions between March 2002 and 
lanuary 2009 and again between fuly 
2010 and fuly 2011. 

Laura Kenyon, prosecuting, said 
that Stockings had been claiming 
income support, worth £45,200 from 
the DWP between those dates.

ments which support allegations that

Stockings signed a joint tenancy 
agreement with his partner, the pros¬ 
ecution said. 

Miss Kenyon also said that his part¬ 
ner had given the address to her 
employers, was listed there on the 
electoral register, received post from 
her bank and had paid for a Sky TV 
subscription at the address. 

When interviewed, Stockings told 
investigators that the electoral regis¬ 
ter entry had been made in error, and 
that he and his partner’s names were 
on the tenancy agreement, but she 
had left 15 years ago. 

He also said his partner was an 
“infrequent” visitor and both of them 
needed to be present to change the 
tenancy. 

Stockings also said that he had 
refunded the Sky subscription to his 
partner rather than change the name 
on the agreement, and that he allowed 
her to use Mallow Walk as a postal 
address. 

The trial continues.

YOU may be tempted by expensive, 
fancy table decorations and wreaths 
in the shops, but, if you look in your 
garden, you’ll find some brilliant indoor 
adornments for free. 

All you need for an effective table 
decoration, for instance, is a few 
uniform-sized small glass holders into 
which a single cone can be placed, 
topped with a flower such as an orchid, 
as demonstrated by Judith Blacklock, 
principal of The Judith Blacklock Flower 
School, who has taught celebrities in¬ 
cluding Kirstie Allsopp, Gordon Ramsay 
and Keeley Hawes. 

"It's such a wonderful time because 
gardens and hedgerows are full of won¬ 
derful things you can use at this time 
of year, including bare stems, fir cones 
and berries. Just use your eyes and if 
you see something exciting, you can 
make something wonderful with it," 
says Judith. 

Garden foliage can form the base 
of a cornucopia of decorations. Take 
clippings from evergreens including 
conifers, box, holly and ivy, to make a 
base for wreaths and swags to which

you can add berries, fruits, baubles and 
bows. 

Common plants which are ideal for 
indoor decorations include Skimmia 
japonica, which has glossy red berries 
and leaves which are much easier to 
handle than holly because they don't 
have the accompanying spikes, Judith 
says. 

"Variegated holly is another great 
choice because of the wonderful 
variegated foliage, while berried ivy, 
Hedera helix 'Arborescens' produces 
black fruits which are at their best at 
Christmas. 


"Fruiting ivy can be found in virtually 
every garden hedgerow and placed 
in a vase with flowers like anemo¬ 
nes threaded through," she explains. 
"Spray the leaves with gold for a really 
festive effect." 

Add skimmia and bay from your 
garden to traditional wreaths. If you 
want to add bits of dried fruit, cin¬ 
namon sticks, berries or baubles, make 
sure you have plenty of them because, 
if you only have a few, they are much 
harder to place. 

Judith says: "Go natural - collect, use 
and spray leaves, berries, seed heads 
and cones. The best way to spray is by 
placing your finds in a small box. Spray 
once, close and rattle the box, then 
open and spray again. Smooth textured 
plant material takes spray much more 
effectively that those with a rough 
texture such as teasels." 

I personally always buy a real Christ¬ 
mas tree because the clippings go some 
way to creating an impressive wreath or 
table decorations. 

Even if you have an artificial tree, 
you can clip a few branches of your 


own conifer or pine to make it look 
real, Judith notes. 

"Place them at intervals on the fake 
tree's branches, pushing the stem ends 
to the trunk. You'll find it hard to tell 
the difference. You can also use Christ¬ 
mas tree off-cuts or conifer branches 
on your mantelpiece, window ledge 
or for a long-lasting centrepiece. Cut 
branches into short pieces and insert 
in foam, add a few roses or gerbera to 
complete." 

Judith has even developed a design 
featuring a brussels sprout base topped 
with skimmia berries and anemones. 
Just cut a piece of foam (keep it dry) 
into a vertical column that is sufficiently 
wide and tall to hold a container. 


Press the container firmly into the 
foam to mould the shape and depth of 
it and then remove the container and 
with a knife cut out the piece of foam 
so that your container will fit. The rim 
of the container should rise just above 
the foam. 

Cut some cocktail sticks in two. Trim 
the spouts so that they have a smooth 
base and insert a stick into the base of 
each sprout, positioning them in the 
foam. Repeat until the foam is covered. 
Pour water into the inner container and 
evenly arrange your foliage, berries and 
flowers. 

Bringing a little of your garden inside 
can really get you into the Christmas 
spirit.

THE Viva is dead, but long live the Viva, says 
Vauxhall as it unveils a brand new affordable 
small car - albeit without prices. 

The Luton-based company is resurrecting 
the Viva name, last seen on cars made 
between 1963 and 1979, for a new supermini 
based around ‘durability’ and ‘practicality’. 

It sits between the city car and supermini 
segments in size, at around 2cm longer than 
the Hyundai ilO and 18cm longer than a 
Volkswagen Up. 

However, its real selling point is likely to be 
price. Vauxhall has developed it to fend off 
the likes of the ultra-affordable Dacia 
Sandero, as well as strong opposition from 
Kia and Hyundai - although since the Viva 
project was signed off, the Koreans have 
crept a little upmarket. 

Vauxhall has chosen not to reveal prices at 
this time, much to the frustration of driving 
schools everywhere. 

Vauxhall has not yet said how much the 
new Viva will cost. Agila prices start at £8,695 
and there have been reports that its replace¬ 
ment could start at around £7,500. 

Features of the new Viva include heated 
seats and a heated steering wheel. After first 
appearing in the ADAM ROCKS AIR and sub¬ 
sequently the New Corsa, VIVA is the latest 
Vauxhall to feature its new 1.0-litre three- 
cylinder ECOTEC engine. Specially- 
developed for VIVA, this 75PS powertrain is 
smooth, punchy and efficient, and is mated 
to a slick five-speed transmission.

A THIRD of all cars on the UK’s roads need 
repairs to their suspension every year, and the 
most likely to suffer suspension damage are Audi 
and Mercedes. 

The Audi RS6 and Mercedes R-Class came out 
worst in a survey of suspension damage, followed 
by the Fiat Multipla, Jaguar XK and Bentley 
Continental GT. Other cars that fared badly 
included the Mazda 5, Mercedes CL, Chrysler 
300C, Jaguar XJ and Hyundai Santa Fe. These 
cars are up to 30 times more likely to need 
suspension work than the least prone vehicles - 
among these cars least susceptible to suspension 
damage are the Citroen Cl and Honda S2000. 

The cause of damage to these cars’ suspension 
is attributed to the UK’s heavily potholed roads 
and a proliferation of speed humps in urban 
areas. It has led to a third of all cars in the UK 
requiring remedial work to their suspension every 
year with an average cost of £247 for repair 
work. 

Warranty Direct managing director, David 
Gerrans, said: “It is almost unbelievable how 
much variation there is from one model to 
another when it comes to suspension damage. 
Any vehicle driven on damaged, poor surfaces 
regularly or used for commuting on routes littered 
with speed bumps will eventually come to grief. 
London is particularly bad for the latter. 

“The roads are as bad as ever but some cars 
are affected terribly, with components like 
bushes, track rod ends, drop links, springs and 
dampers all susceptible.”

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Driverless cars all set to 
be trialled across the UK

DRIVERS’ hopes that the current 
freeze on fuel duty is set to last 
appear to have been dashed this 
week when Chancellor George 
Osborne confirmed that the 
already-announced freeze for 
April 2015 would go ahead - but in 
many ways the key news for the 
transport sector from the 
Chancellor’s Autumn Statement 
was that formal trials for driverless 
cars are due to take place across 
the land. 

AA president Edmund King wel¬ 
comed the confirmed April 2015 
freeze but said the OBR report 
appeared to confirm the view of 84 
per cent of AA members in a recent 
poll who said they were concerned 
that motoring taxes would increase 
after next May’s general election. 

The OBR report said: “Fuel duty 
revenues in each year between 
2011-12 and 2015-16 are below their 
2010-11 level, thanks in part to the 
reduction in the duty rate in April 
2011 and subsequent duty freezes. 

“The next duty rate rise, planned 
for September 2015, means that 
receipts are expected to increase 
by 0.3 per cent in 2015-16. From 
April 2016 onwards duty rate rises 
are assumed to be in line with RPI 
inflation, leading to receipts 
growth of 2.5 per cent on average 
between 2016-17 and 2019-20.” 


Mr King said: “Today’s re-confir¬ 
mation of a £15 billion investment 
in UK roads and the continuing 
fuel duty freeze puts drivers on a 
‘highway to hope’ after some hell¬ 
ish years of high fuel prices, pot- 
holed roads and only patchy 
investment. 

“But our members were right to 
be sceptical about future taxes.” 

Quentin Willson, of the 
FairFuelUK Campaign, said: ‘We 
welcome the continual freeze in 


fuel duty but the Chancellor’s tax 
take is now approaching 70 per 
cent. He could have done more.” 

It was also announced in the 
Autumn Statement that the 
Government would press ahead 
with plans to introduce signs on 
motorways which display the price 
of fuel at service stations, to help 
promote competition and lower 
fuel prices. 

The Department for Transport 
will begin work early next year on 


trialling a new fuel-comparison 
sign at five service stations on the 
M5 between Bristol and Exeter, 
with a view to introducing the 
signs by the end of 2015. 

RAC Foundation director 
Professor Stephen Glaister said: 
“The Chancellor is pushing for 
more transparency in the pricing 
of airline tickets, so now he should 
also back our call for pump 
receipts to show how much of the 
price of petrol and diesel is tax. 
Currently well over 60 per cent 
goes to the Exchequer in the form 
of fuel duty and VAT.” 

On the fuel-price signs on motor¬ 
ways, the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists said: “We greatly wel¬ 
come this move. At last it will give 
motorway users the chance to 
compare prices and not feel ‘held 
to ransom’ at hefty premium pric¬ 
es charged on these routes.” 

The Autumn Statement revealed 
that Greenwich in south east 
London, Coventry in the West 
Midlands, Milton Keynes in 
Buckinghamshire and Bristol had 
been chosen to run formal trials to 
see how driverless cars could be 
integrated into everyday life across 
the country. 

The trials will last between 18 
and 36 months and start on 
fanuary 1, 2015.
